Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. In claims 1, 9, 12, 15 and 
16, "type" (claims 1, 9, 15) is unclear, and "conductive type" (claims 12, 16) is non standard. It is 
suggested to use "conductivity type" for clarity, if that is the scope intended. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention there of by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

Claims 1, 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as unpatentable as shown by Jambotkar. 
See Figure 1 with "source areas" 17 & 20 and "gate" electrode Gl. The "subgate" electrodes read 
on gates Gl & Gn (claim 9). 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 7 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 as unpatentable as shown by 
Ohkuko et al. See Figures 6, 1 1 with "source areas" 13 & 17, "channel area" 14 and "gate" electrode 
16. 

The other references are cited of interest in showing use of thin film transistors.
